It  is  even  preBumjkive  to  call  such  an 
abortion,  a counterfeit.  It  is  a photograph, 
and  the  most  indifferent  thing  of  the  kind 
ever  seen.  The  seal  on  face  of  iiote  is  a 
pale  pink,  pencilled  in.  The  border  of  the 
back,  which  has  also  been  colored,  is  a blne- 
ish  tint,  and  bears  no  resemblence  tn  the 
genuine  green  tint.  The  bank  number  762 
on  the  lower  left  hand  corner,  and  the 
Treasury  number  974157  on  the  upper  right 
hand  corner,  are  the  same  on  all  the  conn- 
terfeits.  ^ 

This  Pocasset  ruouslrosity  is  inferior  to 
any  counterfeit  heretofore  presented  to  the 
public,  and  can  only  deceive  the  blind.  A 
blind  man,  certainly,  is  the  only  person 
who  would  have  a sufficient  case  against  a 
.shover. 


Beware  of  the  Short- 
Weight  Mexican 
Dollars. 

We  have  received  several  Mexican  Dol- 
lars short  of  their  standard  weigh^.  Some 
of  them  varied  from  five  to  ten  grains  short, 
while  one  of  them  bearing  the  Zs”  [Zac- 
stecas  mint-mark)  was  actually  t)iirty-one 
grains  below  standard. 

As  there  was  nothing  to  indicate  a clip- 
ping, by  outward  appearance ; and  as  that 
Dollar  is  exactly  of  the  same  weight  as  a 
Five  Franc  Piece  of  France  and  the  Five 
Sols  of  Peru,  we  justly  opine  that  the  <;oiners 
in  Mexico  have  learned  a trick  or  two,  and 
put  their  knowledge  into  practice.  We 
therefore  eay  again,  beware  of  the  Mexic  tii 
Dollar.

Dear  Sir: — In  ruy  travels  I have  .an  op- 
portunity of  learning  the  tricks  resorted  by 
shovers  of  the  queer,  and  I find,  that  like 
clown  and  negro  minstrel  jokes,  they  are 
the  same  *ow  as  thirty  years  ago,  when  the 
‘‘ Flying  Dutchman,”  “Counterfeit  Jim,” 
Graham  and  their  like,  “done”  the  canals 
and  turnpike  towns,  and  in  the  absence  of 
telegraphs,  laughed  at  the  “law's  delay,” 
official  contumely.  The  routine  of  to-day 
is  the  .same  as  inaugurated  then.  It  was 
successfully  played  in  Chillicothe,  this  State, 
by  Pete  McCartney  and  a pal,  some  four 
yeans, ago,  but  whose  souveness  are  still  to  be 
seen  in  many  of  the  stores,  in  the  shape  of 
twenty  dollar  1862  Greenbacks.  The  plan 
is  for  one  to  do  the  shoving  wiiile  one  keeps 
aloof  witli  the  supplies.  In  such  places 
they  dress  .as  country  people.  Late  in  the 
evening,  after  one  has  left  town,  the  one 
who  acted  as  custodian  goes  about  in  the 
stores,  where  his  Pal  has  been  operating, 
Ip  see  if  the  r.at  has  been  smelt.  Then  they 
go  to  the  ni;xt  town,  the  shover  here  being 
the  custodian  of  (he  day  before,  tlie  other 
keeping  aloof  for  fear  of  the  “cop.s.”  1 his 
p)ian  was  inaugurated  by  the  Flying  Dutch- 
man many  years  ago,  who  had  a Pal  named 
.Jim  Coiilter,  the  swiftest  runner  and  longest 
winded  in  a race  or  fight  in  the  country. 
In  those  days  it  was  nothing  for  a man  to 
walk  from  Philadelphia  to  Pittsburgh,  .and 
carry  hi.s  i»ack  on  liis  back.  On  one  occa- 
sion these  worlliiis  started  from  Philadel- 


phia with  a supply  of  Harrisburg  Fives  and  j 
Lancaster  Tw'os  “Relief  notes.”  Coulter 
was  a Scotchman,  with  a broad  accent. 
Dutchman  spoke  the  Pennsylvania  Dutch. 
They  did  well  on  foot  to  Lancaster.  Here 
Dutchy  bought  a horse  and  buggy,  and  ele- 
gant clothes,  watch,  etc.  Henceforth  he 
traveled  in  style,  spending  money  freely,  j 
always  getting  a five  changed.  Jim  went 
on  foot,  only  when  given  a lift  by  the  gen- 
tleman in  the  buggy.  They  “did”  wayside  ! 
“Inns”  and  towns  all  along  the  clay  portion  i 
until  they  got  to  Ebensburg,  where  they 
sheered  off  toward  the  lumber  regions. 
When  near  Kittanny,  they  were  indiscrete  i 
enough  to  stop  a second  time  for  dinner 
within  two  miles  of  the  first.  The  landlords 
meeting  soon  after  developed  the  fact.  They 
were  followed.  Coulter  out-winded  the  offi- 
cers, but  the  Dutchman  was  caught  with 
horse  and  buggy.  The  space  beneath  the 
the  seat  of  the  buggy  was  full  of  all  sorts  of 
articles,  conspicuous  among  which  were  j 
fly-nets  by  dozens.  j 

Everybody  in  Columbus  know's  or  j 
has  heard  of  Charley  Ulrich,  who  made  the  j 
one  hundred  National  plate,  a notice  of  I 
which  is  on  page  2G.  He  is  regarded  here  I 
as  the  best  engraver  in  the  country.  He 
made  a fine  picture  of  Governor  Allen,  and 
did  much  other  w’ork  for  citizens  while  he 
was  serving  hi(f  time  and  also  afterward. 
The  Warden,  Gol.  Innis,  set  him  up  in  j 
business  after  he  was  pardoned  by  President  ! 
Grant,  but  he  soon  got  into  some  scrape  | 
with  a daughter  of  one  of  the  officials,  and  | 
left  with  her  between  two  days.  I doubt 
if  there  is  another  engraver  in  the  coun- 
try outside  the  Penitentiary  walls,  who  could 
turn  out  as  good  work.  lie  is,  howeveri 
an  innate  rascal  and  treated  the  Warden 
with  base  ingratitude.  j 

It  is  really  astonishing  how  vulnerable  | 
business  men  are  in  the  matter  of  counter-  | 
felts.,  1 picked  up  thirteen  specimens  in  ■ 
^wo  towns  below  here,  the  worst  I have  seen  j 
since  the  beginning  of  the  war.  One  a i 
lithogragli  Greenback  five,  branded  and  ' 
slips  of  paper  pasted  over  the  brands,  and  ■ 
from  the  . same  store  I got  a similar  bill,  j 
The  Traders’  of  Chic.ago  are  to  be  found  j 
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every  place,  and  it  i«  only  one  remove 
above  the  Jackson,  Michigan  five.  The 
i Indiana  tens  are  al.«o  plentiful  through 
I here,  and  the  worst  ever  made.  If  nine- 
tenths  of  the  stores  have  not  got  a decoy 
nest-egg,  it  is  because  no  one  has  ever  of. 
fered  one.  And  yet  these  men  imagine 
theraselve.s  safe  because  they  liave  not  been 
caught.  They  might  a.s  well  cease  to  in- 
sure for  the  reason  that  they  were  never 
j burnt  out. 

' There  is  a gang  of  counterfeiters  operat- 
j ing  in  the  neighborhood  of  Finalay,  in 
I this  Stale,  making  halves  and  quarters.  A 
j party  of  their  jiatrons  went  to  Cincinnati 
I some  weeks  ago,  to  “do”  the  market  places 
I and  got  picked  up.  The  stuffis  poor, 
j The  wife  of  Mr.  Farris,  of  the  Treasury 
j Department  here,  u«der  the  old  regime 
j while  traveling,  had  a bill  passed  on  her 
1 for  two  dollars,  which  is  half  a new  Trea- 
i sury  two  and  half  a one,  both  genuine,  the 
; one  end  blotted  over  with  ink  to  conceal  its 
denomination.  Mr.  Farris  sent  the  bill  to 
Washington  for  redemption,  thinking,  and 
reasonably,  that  as  there  was  really  one 
! dollar  and  a half  of  government  issue  pres- 
1 ent,  he  would  get  in  return  that  amount. 
To  his  astonishment  the  bill  came  back 
punched  all  over,  and  with  the  .statement 
that  they  can  redeem  no  bill  not  having 
four-fifths  present.  So  the  Government,  in 
I this  instance,  is  one  dollar  and  a half  ahead 
j through  counterfeiting. 

1 The  pa.ssage  of  the  silver  bill  has  had  a 
most  salutary  elFect  on  business  here.  Even 
those  who  oppo.sed  it,  now  admit  that  its 
affects  are  already  perceptible.  Bankers 
say  nothing  about  it  now.  The  silver  cer- 
tificates will  relieve  them  of  much  of  their 
apprehended  trouble.  Balances  will  be 
j largely  settled  with  the.se  evidences  of  coin 
; values.  I regaid  this  as  one  of  the 
I redeeming  features  of  the  bill.  They 
will  pa.s3  current  and  at  coin  value 
and  serve  in  the  stead  of  demand  notes  or 
specie-based  currency.  REX.

THE  PELICAN  STATE. 

Festal  Celebrations  in  the  Crescent  City  of  the 
Suti7iy  South, — A Brief  Season  of  Mirth 
Arnid  Busmess  Prosperity. — Money  of  the 
Past  and  Money  of  the  Present.-- Interest- 
ing Roniniscences  Regardiiig  Mexican 
Coin, — Counterfeits  and  Coutiterfeiters. — 
IIo7v  Depreciated  Coin  is  Made  to  Bring 
Its  Face- Value. — Various  Ways  of  Getting 
Around  Knotty  Monetary  Probletns. — In- 
teresting Retrospect  of  the  Financial  Field ^ 
Etc. 

{Special  Oorrespondence  of  the  Detector. ) 

New  Orleans,  March  28,  1878. 

The  pre.sent  month  was  ushered  in  at 
New  Orleans,  amid  a sea.son  of  festivities 
such  as  she  never  knew  before,  either  prior 
to  or  subsetpient  to  the  late  war.  The  gor- 
geous and  expensive  pageantry  which  daz- 
zled, perplexed,  and  amused  not  only  the 
residents,  but  fully  fifty  thou.sand  visitors 
who  came  to  view  the  great  carnival,  was 
an  unmistakable  indication  that  pro.sperily 
again  reigns  in  this  far-off,  but  beautiful  and 
hospitable  city  of  the  Sunny  South. 

The  several  processions  and  the  numer- 
ous balls  which  followed  entailed,  it  is  esti- 
mated, an  expenditure  of  money  bordering 
upon  half  a million  of  dollars.  The  money 
thus  spent  was  well  spent;  for,  while  it  gave 
pleasure,  it  brought  profit  through  attract- 
ing so  many  pleasure-seekers  here  from 
abroad. 

The  Knights  of  Momus,  the  Firemen, 
Rex,  the  King  of  the  Carnival,  and  the 
Mystic  Krewe,  all  contributed  to  keep  the 
city  in  a ferment  of  excitement  for  fully  a 
week.  But  the  several  programmes  of  the 
important  events  were  so  graphically  and 
minutely  described  by  the  daily  press,  that 
I will  not  venture  to  give  more  than  this 
passing  notice  of  the  carnival  week  which 
so  closely  wedded  business  and  pleasure. 
It  was  a legal  holiday,  and  as  a matter  of 
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cour.se,  the  great,  ponderous  lioors  of  ilie 
banking-hoiise.s  were,  for  the  time  being, 
closely  locked  and  securely  barred ; but, 
when  they  swung  open  again,  their  deposits 
were  greatly  swelled  through  the  accumu- 
lations of  their  dies  non. 

A peep  into  all  these  institutions  showed 
a heavy  and  secure  busines-t  being  trans- 
acted, and  that  much  solid  prosperity  is  be 
ing  votiched-safe  to  this  section, which  but 
a few  brief  years  .ago  was  not  the  blooming 
and  happy  land  that  it  is  to-day. 

In  banks,  like  in  other  vocations,  there 
are  men  who  by  nature  and  education  are 
peculiarly  adapted  to  their  special  calling; 
whilst,  on  the  other  hand,  there  are  some 
pseudo  bankers  who  would  m-ake  better  j 
tillers  of  the.  soil  than  handlers  of  bills  and  | 
checks.  Of  this  fact  I was  forcibly  reminded  { 
in  coming  into  contact  with  numerous  bank 
ofScials.  The  least  assuming  of  these  gen- 
tlemen I found  t«  be  the  most  expert  re- 
garding the  detection  of  spurious  money. 
While  they  were  well  posted,  they  expressed 
a de.sire  to  learn  more  and  avail  themselves 
of  the  best  channels  of  information  tending 
to  aid  them  in  the  successful  pursuit  of  their 
business.  This  class  at  once  recognized  the 
value  of  tile  “ Detector,”  and  were  free  to 
expre.ss  them.selves  so,  they  frequently  re- 
marking that  they  were  glad  that  some  one 
competent  to  the  task,  had  made  a specialty 
of  adopting  methods  for  the  speedy  detec- 
tion and  ultimate  suppression  of  counterfeit 
notes.  Another,  though  a much  smaller 
class, and  a class  pulled  up  by  inordinate  self- 
conceit  and  exquisite  ignorance  asserted 
that  all  Detectors  were  of  no  account,  and 
that  they  (the  conceited  men)  could  always 
detect  and  throw  out  counterfeits.  Well, 
one  of  tliese  bankers  did  throw  out  a coun- 
terfeit twenty  dollar  note;  but  in  throwing 
it  out  it  was  thrown  out  for  genuine,  yet 
when  it  came  into  the  hands  of  a govern- 
ment officer^it  was  returned  to  the  bank, 
and  it  had  to  be  redeemed.  So  much  for 
expertness  without  adequate  knowledge 
upon  which  to  base  that  expertness. 

The  above  incident  impressed  me  with 
the  forcibleness  of  the  stern  fact  that  a 
monetary  in.stitntion  which  ignores  a well- 


gotten  u]t  Detector,  is  moving  as  blindly  as  ^ 
the  merchant  who  expects  to  do  an  exten-  i 
sivc  and  safe  business  without  inquiring  into  | 
the  standing  of  those  with  whom  he  seeks  i 
to  do  business.  One  business  man,  who  has 
the  reputation  for  much  sagacity,  informed 
me  that  he  scans  the  ‘‘Government  Ditec-  ! 
tor”  more  closely  and  with  more  interest 
than  any  periodical  which  enters  his  place.  ! 
lie  asserted  that  he  desired  to  keep  his  repu-  | 
tiition  for  correct  dealing  unblemished,  and  j 
that  this  being  the  case,  he  could  not  allbrd 
to  take  or  pass  spurious  money ; and  further- 
more, that  in  the  “ Detector”  he  found  that 
ounce  of  protection  which  he  valued  far 
more  than  the  pound  of  cure.  With  him 
it  was  an  axiom  that  to  prevent  the  perpe- 
tration of  a wrong  is  far  better  than  the  be.st 
reparation  after  the  wrong  has  been  com- 
mitted. He  closed  by  saying  that  if  every 
/ man  were  to  scrutinize  money  as  closely  as  | 
j he  did  by  the  light  of  your  “ Detector,”  the  [ 

I counterfeiters  would  soon  retire  from  their  ! 
nefarious  business  in  utter  disgust.  i 

I think  he  is  about  right,  in  this  respect,  j 
for  my  experience  leads  me  to  know  that  \ 
j counterfeit  money  gets  into  circulation  only 
j through  the  ignorance  and  indiflerence  of 
people  who  have  not  sufficient  ability  to 
detect  a spurious  coin  or  a bad  bill,  if  they 
were  only  to  avail  themselves  of  that  techni- 
cal knowledge  which  is  so  readily  and  so  i 
cheaply  obtained.  * | 

Considerable  counterfeit  money  of  all 
kinds  is  afloat  in  this  city,  but  more  especi-  ! 
ally,  the  fives  made  from  the  old  Traders'  j 
plate.  All  Chicjigo  bank  notes  of  that  de-  j 
nomination  are  very  closely  scanned  here,  j 
Several  of  the  New  York  fifties  were  re-  j 
cently  set  afloat.  One  of  these  was  passed 
upon  a railway  ticket  office  in  this  city,  but 
the  telegraph  was  put  operation,  and  before 
the  passenger  debarked  at  Mobile,  the  note 
w'as  presented  to  him  for  redemption.  He 
redeemed  it ! 

In  the  days  of  yore,  the  “picayune”  and  I 
the  “Coy”  were  the  small  change  of  this 
section.  They  W'ere  of  Mexican  coinage 
and  virtually  look  the  place  of  the  half-dime 
and  dime.  Now  they  are  extinct,  but  num- 
erous quarters,  halves,  and  dollars  of  the 
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Greasers  are  still  in  circulation  here.  Ftore- 
keepers  and  brokers  will  allow  but  eighty 
cents  on  the  dollar  I’or  these  coins.  One 
of  the  city  railway  companies  has  all  money 
of  this  kind  which  they  receive,  melted  up 
and  made  into  American  coin.  Thus  they 
come  out  about  even,  or  perchance,  occa- 
sionally a little  ahead. 

Years  ago,  when  the  .Mint  of  this  City 
coined  silver  extensively,  most  of  the  bul- 
lion came  from  Chichua  and  other  Northern 
Mexican  States.  The  hope  is  expressed  by 
many  here,  that  the  old  order  of  things  will 
come  about  again,  and  tliat  the  Mint  here 
will  give  employment  to  many  willing  and 
skillful  hand.-i. 

Mexican  silver  is  now-a-days  .shipped  to 
San  Antonia,  Texas,  by  Imll  team.s.  PVoin 
thence,  it  reaches  lhi.s  city  by  way  of  rail 
and  water.  In  this  connection,  I may  state 
that  a few  days  ago,  a prominent  chemist 
of  this  city  informed  me,  that  during  the 
Rebellion  lie  used  up  sixty  thou.sand  of  the 
Mexican  silver  dollars  in  making  lunar 
caustic  for  the  use  of  the  si-irgfons  of  the 
Confederate  army. 

During  the  forepart  of  the  present  month, 
the  local  police  authoritie.s  arrested  a trio 
of  enterprising  fellows  who  had  entered 
upon  the  mamifacture  of  bogus  dime.s.  They 
and  their  dies  and  their  tools  were  ail  gath- 
ered up  together;  and,  it  i.s  likely  that  these 
law  breakers  will  be  turned  over  to  Uncle 
Sam’s  custody,  to  learn  a lesson  whiefi  may 
serve  them  well  in  after  yeav.s. 

To  conclude,  I may  state  that  the  field  of 
finance  here  is  encouraging,  and  the  people 
are  universally  looking  wiih  eager  eyes  to 
the  au.spicious  times  which  they  seem  to 
think  lie  in  the  near  future.  Business  of 
all  kinds  is  brightening  up;  u)oney  is  be- 
coming somewhat  ea.sier,  and,  as  things  as- 
sume a more  certain  basi.s,  prosperity  will 
unquestionably  smile  upon  all  who  merit 
the  good  times  which  are  slowly  but  sn^ely 
coming.

the  circulation  of  any  periodical.  Since 
you  have  expressed  your  great  satisfaction 
with  the  result  of  rny  w'ork,  T feel  gratified 
to  record  my  success. 

I cannot  say  that  1 found  a pleasant  or 
cheering  state  of  things  in  the  community, 
I had  not  overestimated  the  indisposition 
to  use  money,  eveii  in  sm^Il  sauib;  indeed, 
I have  been  .surprised  at  the  rigid  scrutiny 
of  expenses  every  where  kept  up.  The  in- 
crease in  the  circulation  of  the  “ Detector,” 
is  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  generally  con- 
sidered a necessity,  one  of  the  things  business 
prudence  required  a.s  a safeguard  at  the 
cash  drawer. 

For  your  publication  the  great  firi.ancial 
institutions  renew  of  course,  but  I write  of 
the  merchants,  the  traders,  the  small  shop- 
keepers. Often  I was  met  by  the  stateaient : 
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‘ We  are  cutting  off  every  expense,”  but 
upon  rejection,  the  “Detector”  was  consid- 
ered essential  to  safely,  and  I would  come 
away  with  three  more  Trade  Dollars  chink- 
ing in  the  money-bag.  You  may  make  the 
note,  that  whatever  extreme  of  parsimony 
the  tiijies  or  the  love  of  money  may  inspire, 
“The  Government  Counterfeit  Detector” 
is  one  of  the  things  not  to  be  dispensed 
with. 

Of  course,  there  are  some  persons,  who 
having  got  an  idea  that  they  must  econo- 
mise, can  entertain  no  other  thought  at  the 
same  time,  f^uch  a word  as  discrhyiination 
is  too  long  for  them.  They  have  a stero- 
typed  refusal  to  every  suggestion,  and  “go 
it  stone-blind  on  economy.”  One  of  this 
cla.ss  cut  his  throat  down  in  Ma.«sachu- 
setts  not  long  ago,  to  .save  the  cost  of  his 
board  ! ! “ Save  at  the  spiggot  and  wasie  at 

the  bung”  is  not  the  road  to  riches. 

Incidentally,  some  droll  things,  and  some 
things  note  worthy, were  observed  as  I made 
my  canva.ss  of  the  city.  I know  no  enact- 
ment against  telling  them,  if  you  do,  you 
can  tear  the  sheet  here.  1 found  money  in 
the  hands  of  more  than  one  person  sup- 
posed by  “good  judges”  to  be  counterfeits^ 
which  the  “Detector”  proved  good.  That 
was  economy  in  earnest,  the  economy  of 
knowledge  instead  of  the  waste  and  loss  of 
ignorance,  Messrs.  Ketterer  & Sherrer, 
wagon  makers.  Twenty-second  and  Fair- 
mount  Avenue,  had  a five  on  the  ^1. 
Kicholas  Bank  of  New  Y^ork,  which  had 
been  thrown  out  as  counterfeit  at  their 
bank.  Upon  the  auiluuity  of  the  “Govern- 
ment Counterfeit  Detector,”  the  note  was 
finally  received  as  it  should  have  been  at 
first — good  but  exceedingly  bad  looking. 
Messrs.  K.  & S.  tender  their  renewal  and 
thanks. 

Apropos  to  the  subject  of  stolen  bills  and 
false  signatures,  Messrs.  J.  S.  Lowry  & Sons, 
coal  merchants,  Lombard  Street  and  Schuyl- 
kill wharf,  took  some  tune  ago,  a stolen 
bill  signed  Spirits  of  Camphor  Pres,  and  L, 
A.  U.  IHnuvi,  Cashier.  Two  such  officers 
should  manage  well,  though,  perhaps,  the 
cashier  would  be  too  gay  for  some  institu- 
tions. An  impudent  thief  but  no  forger.

Having  indimed  one  gentleman  v/ho  does  | 
much  bu.siness.^,  to  agree  to  subscribe,  1 dis-  |

Another  party  unable 
I to  read  well  er.ough  to  properly  u.se  any

THE  LECHMERE  ROBBERY. 

//07t7  a Bank  7uas  Effectualfy  Plundered  in 

Two  Afinutes. 

“One  of  the  most  daring  bank  robberies 
which  the  annals  of  crime  can  show’,  was 
the  despoiling  ye.sterday,  in  broad  daylight, 
of  the  Lechmere  National  Bank,  of  Cam- 
bridge, by  which  from  §>.3,000  to  $4,000  in 
money  of  the  bank,  and  about  $43,000  in 
bonds,  stock,  etc.,  there  desposiled  to  be  held 
in  trust,  were  carried  away  by  the  plans  of 
four  daring  rascals.  Following  so  closely  the 
robbery  of  the  Cambridgeporc  National 
Bank,  this  robbery,  afT«;cling  the  oldest 
moneyed  institutions  in  the  city,  causes  the 
greatest  excitement.  The  bank  occupies  the 
lower  floor  of  the  large  bricK  building  at  the 
corner  of  Cambridge  and  Second  streets,  the 
entrance  being  through  an  entry  wkich 
gives  access  to  the  bank  by  a dcor  on  the 
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left,  while  a green  baize  partition  door  con- 
ceals from  view  the  llight  of  stairs  leading 
to  the  story  above.  In  the  ban  king- room 
counters  run  entirely  across,  the  usual  pro- 
vision being  made  for  a private  entrance  for 
the  officials.  Almo.-'t  directly  opposite  the 
doorway  is  the  cashier’s  desk,  behind  it 
being  placed  the  cash  trunk,  where  the  money 
taken  in  during  the  day  is  temporarily  de 
posited,  while  the  vault  with  the  steel  safe 
or  chest  containing  valuables  is  placed  at 
the  other  end  of  the  enclosure.  It  has 
been  the  custom  of  the  President  of  the 
bank,  Mr.  Lewis  Hall — one  of  the  oldest, 
most  respected  and  most  honored  citizens 
of  Cambridge — to  go  to  Boston  every  day, 
leaving  the  bank  under  the  charge,  of  the 
cashier,  Mr.  T.  H.  Hudson.  He  paid  his  visit 
to  Boston  yesterday  as  usual,  returning  at 
1.40  P.  M..  when  Mr.  Hudson  went  out  to 
dinner,  leaving  the  Presidentalone  in  charge 
of  the  bank.  Hardly  ten  minuteshad  elapsed 
since  the  cashier’s  dei- arture  when  a w'ell- 
dressed,  fine-looking  man  came  in  and 
affably  informed  Mr.  Hall  that  there  was 
a lady  at  the  door  in  a carriage, 
wdio  wished  to  see  him  for  a moment. 
The  Presdent  not  suspecting  anything 
wrong,  went  wiih  the  man  to  the  door,  sup- 
posing that  the  lady  might  be  some  one 
whom  he  knew.  He  found  seated  in  a 
wagon  a woman,  an  entire  stranger,  but 
quite  lady-like  in  manner.  She  asked  him ; 
‘Can  you  draw  me  a draft  on  Providence  for 
$100?’  Mr.  Hall  replied  that  he  could, 
whereupon  the  woman  took  out  a roll  of 
bills  and  began  counting  out  the  money. 

The  President  then  said; — ‘I  can’t  remain 
here  outdoors  and  leave  the  bank  alone. 
If  you  wi-.h  to  transact  this  business  you 
must  come  inside  the  bank.’  The  woman 
put  up  her  roll  of  bills  and  prepared  to 
enter  the  bank ; and  the  President  p:i.ssed 
through  the  door  and  into  the  room,  expect- 
ing that  the  pair  would  follow  him.  In  a 
moment,  just  as  he  had  passed  through,  he 
saw  a wagon  drive  rapidly  down  Second  st., 
carrying  the  woman  who  had  just  seemed 
so  eager  to  obtain  that  draft.  This  act  excited 
Hall’s  suspicions  that  something  was  wrong 
Glancing  ha.stily  at  a table  behind  the 


counter  he  noticed  that  a small  roll  of  bills 
he  had  laid  on  it  was  missing.  li  is  suspicion 
being  further  aroused  he  looked  down  to  the 
cash  box  only  to  find  its  contents  also  rilled 
and  in  another  moment  it  was  shown  to 
him  that  the  cash  drawer  also  bad  been 
emptied.  Mr.  Hall  had  hardly  recovered 
from  the  shock  which  this  disclosure  gave 
him,  when  the  cashier,  Mr.  Hudson,  re- 
turned. Being  made  acquainted  with  the 
robbery,  he  went  at  once  to  the  vault,  which 
was  open ; and  there  found  that  the  steel 
chest  or  safe  had  been  searched  and  the  bills 
it  contained  removed.  In  tbe  rear  corner 
of  this  vault  had  been  placed  for  safe  keep, 
ing,  a private  trunk  of  Mr.  Hall,  containing 
a large  amount  of  trust  })roperty  held  by 
him,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  nearly 
$45  000.  At  once  notice  was  given  at  the 
East  Cambridge  Police  Station  jiear  by ; 
the  chief  of  Police  in  Cambridge  was 
speedly  notified,  and  Detectives  C.  B., 
and  Amos  Jones  of  the  force  were  detailed 
to  look  into  the  matter,  while  information 
of  the  robbery  was  sent  to  Boston. 

“How  the  robbery  was  committed  seemed 
for  a time  almost  inexplicable.  Mr.  Hall 
was  so  much  agitated  and  excited  by  the 
event  that  he  was  unable  to  recall  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  man  and  woman  who  had 
called  him  out  of  the  bank.  His  impression 
was  that  the  man  had  said  to  him  that 
the  woman  was  an  invalid.  He  was  confi- 
dent that  he  did  not  remain  on  the  side- 
walk more  than  two  or  three  minutes,  and, 
of  cour.se,  was  sure  that  nehher  the  man 
nor  the  woman  had  been  directly  concerned 
in  the  robbery.  The  officers  detailed  to  look 
into  the  case  found  persons  who  were  ready 
to  testify  that  they  saw  two  men  hurriedly 
come  through  an  alley-way  which , leads 
from  Cambridge  street,  near  the  bank,  to 
Otis  street,  place  a bag  in  a team  which 
stood  there,  and  drive  rapidly  away.  Ac- 
cording to  others  a woman  met  this  party 
and.  after  a whispered  conversation,  drove 
oft’  down  Otis  street  towards  Boston,  while 
the  men  went  rapidly  in  the  direction  of 
Old  Cambridge.  Others,  still,  aver  that  a 
woman  was  seen  chasing  a rapidiyrdriven 
team  on  Otis  street,  carrying  two  men,  one 


of  whom  tried  to  conceal  under  his  coat  a 
large  black  bag.  On  the  fact  which  was  made 
evident-'however  there  might  be  difference 
as  to  detai!s--that  the  robbers  were  two  men 
who  passed  down  this  alley  near  the  bank 
to  Otis  street  and  then  drove  away,  is 
founded  the  theory  of  the  robbery.  White 
the  woman  and  her  gentleman  attendant 
were  entertaining  Mr.  Hall  at  the  door, 
two  men  who  had  hid  themselves  behind 
the  green  baize  door  which  stood  at  the  end 
of  the  entry  made  their  way  into  the  bank 
and  robbed  it.  As  there  is  but  one  means  of 
exit  from  the  bank  the  robbers  must  have 
passed  by  Mr.  Hall  during  his  conversa- 
tion with  (he  woman.  Mr.Hall  describes  the 
woman  as  light  complexioned  and  rather 
below  the  medium  size.  The  horse  she 
drove  was  gray.  Of  the  man  with  her  he 
can  give  no  description,  as  she  barely 
glanced  at  him.  This  theory  of  the  affair 
being  made,  the  next  inquiry  of  interest 
was  as  to  the  extent  of  the  loss  sustained 
by  the  hank  and  President  from  tliis  daring 
raid.  Iq  ti  e cash -desk  there  was  about 
$2,500  in  money;  $815  in  one  package, 
belonging  to  the  Union  Kailway  Company; 
$1,000  deposited  by  tlie  Kiist  Cambridge 
Savings  Institution  and  the  balance  in  $100 
money  packages,  and  about  $40  in  new 
dollar  bills  of  the  Lechmere  Bank.  A lot 
of  silver  was  left  untouched  by  the  robbers 
who,  however,  took  .away  all  tlie  money 
they  could  find  in  the  vault  and  safe, 
perhaps  $500  more  than  the  sum  above 
mentioned.  In  the  private  trunk  belonging 
to  Mr.  Hall  were  nine  United  States 
registered  bonds  of  the  value  of  $1,000  each, 
one  United  States  bond  of  $1,000,  not 
registered ; certificates  of  stock  of  other 
banks  in  trust  fund  of  about  $15,000,  one 
share  of  the  Boston  and  Lowell  Railroad, 
two  shares  of  the  Ainoskeag  Manufacturing 
Company,  and  $7,500  ia  bonds  of  the 
Atchison,  Topeka,  and  Santa  F’e  Railroad, 
besides  a $500  bond  of  the  city  of  Toledo; 
and  $9,000  in  various  city  and  stock  securi- 
ties. As  the  records  and  numbers  of  the 
registered  securides  were  kept  in  the  trunk, 
Mr.  Hall  could  give  none  of  the  mimhers 
of  the  bonds  l.ast  evening.  A careful  exam- 


ination into  the  affair  will  take  place  to- day 
and  the  robbers  well  be  “ headed  off  ” in 
every  possible  way.  The  workers  of  this 
bold  raid  were,  of  course,  professionals,  and 
an  attempt  was,  it  is  supposed,  made  by  the 
same  gang  to  rob  the  Cambridge  National 
Bank,  which  is  on  Cambridge  street,  a shoit 
distance  above  the  Lechraere  Bank.  The 
cashier  was  asked  to  come  out  and  see  a 
woman  at  a wagon  in  (he  same  manner  Mr. 
Hall  was  called  out,  but  he  refused  to  go 
further  than  the  door,  and  the  man  and 
woman  drove  away.  The  authorities  will 
probably  advertise  the  bonds  and  other 
securities  which  are  negotiable,  so  that  the 
thieves  may  be  debarred,  if  possible,  from 
realizing  on  their  ill-gotten  gains,  even  if 
they  elude  detection,  which  seems  hardly 
probable.” 


The  Monetary  System  of  the  British 
Dominions  in  North  America. 

It  has.  been  the  policy  of  Canada,  to 
create  a comparatively  small  number  of 
banks  having  large  capitals,  instead  of 
many  small  banks.  Tlie  paid-up  capital 
of  the  twenty-eight  local  chartered  banks 
in  Ontario  and  Quebec,  was  on  March  31, 
1877,  $62,261,792,  giving  an  average  capi- 
tal of  about  $2,223,000  to  each  bank.  In 
the  whole  Dominion,  in  January,  1877, 
there  were  besides  private  bankers,  about 
forty-six  banks  and  258  branches  or 
agencies,  in  all  305,  scattered  among  154 
cities  and  towns.  The  historical  develop- 
ment of  this  peculiarly  constructed  system 
deserves  a brief  notice. 

The  firet  bank  established  in  Canada  was 
the  Bank  of  Montreal,  which  went  into 
operation  in  1817,  with  a capital  of  £250, 
000  ($1,000,000,)  authorized,  of  which  £87. 
500  ($350,000,)  were  paid  in  the  first  year. 
In  1840-41,  it  had  reached  $2,000,000  paid 
up;  in  1844-45,  $3iOOO.ooo;  in  1854-55. 
$4,000,000  ; in  i860.  $5,928,820,  and  it  now 
amounts  to  $12,000,000,  mostly  paid-up, 
besides  a surplus  of  $5,500,000.  It  has 
thirty  branches,  and  probably  wields  a 
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larger  cajiital  than  any  other  bank  on  the 
continent.  The  Quebec  Bank,  the  next  in 
tlie  order  of  time,  ia  nearly  as  old  a;i  the 
Bank  of  Afontreal,  having  been  established 
in  i8iS,  with  a capital  of  £75,000  or 
$300,000.  This  has  since  been  augmented 
to  $3  000,000,  of  which  $2,500,000  is  paid 
up.  The  Bank  of  Canada  was  established 
in  1820  or  1321,  and  was  succeeded  in  1833 
by  the  City  Bank  of  Montreal,  amalgama- 
ted in  1876  with  the  Royal  Canadian  Bank, 
under  the  name  of  the  Consolidated  Bank 
of  Canada.  The  Bank  of  ^ew  Brunswick, 
at  St.  Johns,  the  oldest  banking  institution 
in  that  province,  and  having  at  present  a 
capital  of  $1,000,000,  was  ir.corporatid  in 
1820.  The  Charlotte  County  Bank  follow- 
ed in  1825;  the  City  of  St.  Johns,  and  the 
St.  Stephens,  in  1S36.  The  oldest  bank  in 
Nova  Scotia  is  the  Halifax  Banking  Com- 
pany, establisl'.ed  in  1825,  carried  on  as  a 
private  bank  until  1872,  when  it  was  incor- 
porated, Its  present  capital  is  $500,000. 
The  Bank  of  Nova  Scotia,  at  Halifax, 
with  a present  capital  of  $1,000,000,  and 
the  Commercial  Bank  of  the  Midland 
District,  at  Kingston,  afterwards  the 
Commercial  Bank  of  Canada,  amalga- 
mated will)  the  Merchants’  in  i868,  were 
both  e.stablished  in  1832.  The  Gore  Bank 
at  Hamilton,  amalgamated  in  1870  with 
the  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce,  and  La 
Banque  du  People  (at  first  a private  bank,) 
at  Montreal,  with  a pre,.sent  capital  of 
$2,000,000,  date  from  1835.  The  B.ink  of 
British  North  America  having  a capital  of 
£1,000,000  sterling,  with  its  head  office  in 
London,  Great  Britain  was  founded  in  1836. 
There  was  also  for  .several  years  the 
Farmers’  Joint-Stock  Banking  Company. 
These  constituted  the  principal,  if  not  the 
only,  chartered  banks  established  within 
the  pre.sent  limits  of  the  Dominion,  prior 
to  the  crisis  of  1837.  The  development 
of  banking  in  Prince  Edvvard  I«land  and 
British  Columbia  is  comparatively  recent, 
beginning  in  the  former  in  1856,  with  the 
Bank  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  at  (Char- 
lottetown, and  in  the  latter  in  1862,  with 
the  Bank  of  British  Colnrabia,  at 
Victoria. 

In  1837  the  di.strupt  excited  by  the  politi- 
cal disturbances  in  Lower  Canada,  com- 


bined with  the  linancial  crisis  in  the  United 
Slates,  brought  a pressure  upon  the  banks 
which  they  were  not  prepared  to  meet. 
The  B.inks  of  Montreal  suspended  specie 
payment  on  the  I8th  of  May,  1837,  and  the 
other  banks  of  Lower  Can.ada  did  likewise. 
The  banks  of  Upper  Canada  appear  to 
have  held  out  until  March,  1838,  when 
they,  too,  suspended.  The  banks  of  Lower 
Can  ad  i resumed  in  May  and  June,  1838, 
but  owing  to  the  unsettled  state  of  things 
in  that  province,  they  were  .subjected  to  a 
heavy  run  for  specie  in  the  following 
autumn,  which  compelled  them  again  to 
suspend  early  in  November,  1838.  The 
banks  in  both  province.?  resumed  perma- 
nently in  1839,  After  the  su.^pension  of 
specie  payments  the  bank-note  currency, 
then  and  ever  since  the  principal  medium 
of  exchange,  began  to  depreciate,  .sterling 
exchange  rapidly  advanced,  reaching  a 
preTuium  of  22  per  cent.,  and  prices  moved 
upward  in  sympathy. 

The  banks  were  allowed  to  issue  notes 
from  $i  upwards  to  the  amount  of  their 
paid-up  capital,  specie  and  debentures,  but 
the  amount  of  notes  below  $4  was  limited 
usually  to  one-tifth  of  the  paid  up  capital. 
Suspension  of  specie  payments  beyond  a 
specified  time  w'orked  a forfeiture  of  char- 
ter. They  were  not  allowed  to  owe  more 
than  thrice  their  capital,  one-tenth  of 
which  they  w'ere  required  to  have  invested 
in  provincial  debentures.  Stockholders 
were  made  liable  to  the  amount  of  twice 
their  shares.  Banks  were  also  required  to 
make  monthly  returns,  to  be  published  in 
the  Canada  Gazeife.  The  union  of  Upper 
and  Lower  Canada  in  1841  made  it  possible 
to  bring  the  banks  under  more  efficient  and 
harmonious  regulations.  A tax  at  the  rate 
of  one  per  cent,  per  annum  was  imposed 
half-yearly  on  the  average  aniount  of  the 
bank  circulation  in  exce.ss  of  specie  and 
debentures 

The  free-hauking  law  of  1850-52,  remain- 
ed in  force  until  1866,  when  it  was  repealed, 
except  as  to  the  Bank  of  British  North 
America,  which  continued  to  issue  notes  of 
$i  and  $2  under  it,  as  it  could  not  do  under 
its  charter.  As  the  system  of  chartered 
banks  had  become  rooted,  and  as  the  Legis- 
lature continued  to  charter  banks  with 
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greater  privileges  than  could  be  enjoyed 
under  the  general  law,  the  latter  remained 
almost  a dead  letter. 

On  the  31st  of  July,  1850,  about  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  the  free-banking  law, 
there  still  remained  in  the  Canadas’  besides 
the  Farmers’  Joint-Stock  Company,  (capital 
only,  $100,000,)  but  eight  chartered  banks, 
with  a paid-up  capital  of  $11,103,520;  a 
cir  Illation  of  $5,239,728;  deposits  $6,097,- 
044,  and  loans  $17,499,592.  A period  of 
e.vpansion  and  great  ajiparent  prosperity 
now  commenced.  During  the  years,  1852- 
56  inclusive,  millions  of  capital,  largely 
from  abroad,  laid  out  upon  railroads  and 
other  pubbc  works  led  to  extrava- 
gant speculations  in  wild  lands.  Schemes 
for  new  villages  and  towns  were  set  afloat 
in  every  direction,  diverting  a large  amount 
of  capital  from  t^ie  legitimate  purposes  of 
trade  and  agriculture.  The  high  prices 
of  breadstuffs,  the  influx  of  foreign  capital 
and  the  consequent  extravagance  which 
characterized  the  expenditures  of  all  classes 
throughout  a large  section  of  the  country, 
had  the  effect  of  stimulating  every  branch 
of  trade  to  an  unprecedented  degree,  and 
mercantile  transactions  were  carried  to  an 
extent  far  beyond  the  wants  of  the  country. 
The  foreign  trade  of  the  Canadas  increased 
Dorn  $29,703,497  in  1850  to  $75,631,404  in 
1856,  or  about  155  per  cent.,  and  the  exce.ss 
of  imports  over  exports  from  $3,815,, 
907  in  1850  to  $11,537,370  in 
156,  or  202  per  cent.  New  banks 
were  multiplied  in  response  to  the 
demand  created  by  this  great  development 
of  trade.  In  the  six  years,  1850-55,  eleven 
new  banks  were  started,  of  which  eight 
that  actually  went  into  operation,  had  an 
authorized  capital  of  over  $6,700,000.  In 
the  meantime  the  banks  already  existing 
were  authorized  to  increase  their  capital  to 
the  amount  of  over  $7,700,000.  In  the 
two  years,  1856  and  1857,  five  new  banks 
were  incorporated,  with  an  authorized 
capital  of  $9,000,000,  and  in  1858  another 
with  an  authorized  capital  of  $3,ooo,ooo,be- 
sides  an  increase  of  $2,000,000  granted  to 
the  Bank  of  Quebec.  This  list  is  incom- 
plete, but  the  whole  number  of  new  banks 
started  from  1850  to  1858  inclusive,count- 
ing  those  organized  under  the  general  law^ 


was  at  least  seventeen,  and  the  new  capital 
authorized  upwards  of  $27,400,000.  The 
demand  for  bank  accommodation  was 
pressed  to  the  utmost  limit.  On  the  31st 
of  December,  1856,  thirteen  banks  being 
all  except  the  Gore  Banks  with  a paid  up 
capital  of  $20,705,540,  deposits  of  $11,922,. 
456,  and  a circulation  of  $14,496,602,  had 
extended  their  discounts  to  $45,738,660,  an 
increase  of  160  per  cent,  over  1850.  Their 
specie  was  $3,930,739,  against  $1,436,444, 
in  1850. 

The  culmination  of  this  speculative 
period  in  1857  was  followed  by  a disastrous 
reaction.  The  expenditure  upon  public 
works  was  curtailed  in  1857  and  nearly 
ceased  in  1858.  The  harvest  of  1857  was 
deficient  and  that  of  1858  more  so.  The 
land  speculation  had  absorbed  the  means  of 
many  a farmer  and  diverted  him  from  the 
proper  cultivation  of  his  farm.  The  for- 
eign trade  declined  to  $52,550,461  in  185S 
the  imports  falling  $14,506  535  and  the 
exports  $8,574  408  in  two  years.  The 
exports  showed  the  earliest  recovery,  and 
in  i860,  on  a total  trade  of  $68,955,093 
slightly  exceeded  the  imports.  The  .older 
banks,  without  exception,  passed  success-  ' 
fully  through  the  crisis,  but  some  of  the  j 
newer  and  weaker  ones  succumbed.  j 

In  the  six  years,  1861  66,  eight  new  j 
banks  were  chartered  in  the  Canadas,  which 
wiih  the  Bank  of  British  Columbia,  had 
an  authorized  capital  of  $13,500,000.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  Intercolonial  Bank 
withdrew  from  business  in  1865,  and  on 
the  1 8th  of  September,  1866,  the  Bank  of 
Upper  Canada  failed,  with  $3,734, °oo  of 
liabilities,  besides  its  paid-up  capital  of 
$1,937,287,  most  of  which  was  lost.  It  has 
since  gone  into  liquidation.  In  1867  there 
were,  in  what  is  now  the  Dominion,  about 
32  parent  banks  and  153  banks  and  bran- 
ches or  agencies  in  sixty-four  cities  and 
towns,  against  23  banks  and  123  banks, 
branches  and  agencies  in  fifty-three  cities 
and  towns  in  i860.  There  were  18  banks 
in  the  Canadas,  4 in  New  Brunswick.  5 in 
Nova  Scotia  (besides  the  Halifax  Banking 
Company),  4 in  Prince  Edward  Island,  and 
I in  British  Columbia.  In  Nova  Scotia  j 
the  banka  were  allowed  to  issue  no  notes 
below  $2q,  but  the  government  had  for  a 
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long  period  circulated  Treasury  notes  of  ^^4 
and  #5.  of  which  there  were  outstanding  in 
June,  1866,  ^(502,488.  The  government  of 
Rrince  Edwanl  Island  also  issued  Treasury 
notes  in  denominations  of  five  shillings, 
Island  currency  (about  83  cents),  and  mul- 
tiples thereof  up  to  £$,  of  which  there 
were  outstanding  in  August,  1866  836,800.

Of!  the  Gold  Coast.  An  Instructive,  Talk  'ivith 
United  States  Detective  Finnegass. 

8an  iMancisco,  Cal.,  Marcli  13,  1878. 

The  wisdom  of  our  ancestors,  which  was 
displayed  in  the  good  old  times  when  they 
enacted  stringent  laws  to  prevent  the  estab- 
lishment of  private  mints  by  needy  individ- 
uals, has  continued  down  to  the  pre.sent 
time,  and  to  it  we  owe  to-day  the  United 
States  Secret  Service.  Henry  the  Fourth, 
of  England,  was  the  first  monarch  to  place 
himself  upon  record  in  prohibiting  any  one 
from  making  money  save  by  bedrock  labor. 
He  “ordained  and  established  that  none 
from  henccforih  shall  use  to  multiply  gold 
or  silver,  or  u.se  the  craft  of  multiplication  ; 
and  if'any  the  .sa:ne  do  ihat  iie  incur  the 
pain  of  felony  in  this  ca.se.”  It  was  too 
horrible  to  think  that  any  one  should  u.-e 
alchemistic  knowledge  in  base  advantage 
over  his  natives,  and  while  they  toiled  and 
moiled  for  daily  bread,  had  only  to  put  a 
dollar  in  the  pot  and  boil  it  until  it  became 
ten.  It  was  jispecially  horrible,  because 
that  art  of  pot  boiling  was  unknown 
to  his  needy  Majesty.  Had  it  been 
known  at  court,  the  pot  would  have  been  on 
the  lire  ever  since.  Who  would  not 
give  something  to  be  taught  how  to  make  I 
mint  sauce?  And,  by  the  by,  the  word  mint  1 
itself  is  old  enough  to  be  Anglo-tSaxon. 
“Mynet”  the  Saxons  used  to  call  the  Latin 
moneta  money,  and  a mint  they  called  a 
m;  net  smitiiy.  But  if  money  be  moneta^ 
what  is  monita  ? Well,  Monita  is  the  god- 
dess Juno,  a name  she  earned  in  con.se- 
quence  of  the  great  number  of  admonitions 
or  warnings  she  gave  the  Romans.  If  you 
can  recall  your  Cicero,  lie  will  tell  you  that 
the  name  was  given  in  respect  to  one  par- 
ticular warning  just  at  the  time  when  an 
earthquake  was  expected  in  Rome,  and  a 


voice  was  heard  to  cry  from  the  temple  of 
the  goddess  on  the  Capitoline  hill ; “Sacri- 
fice a cow  tliat  is  with  calf.”  It  was  at  this 
temple  of  Juno  Monita  that  Roman  coin 
was  produced,  and  hence  it  was  called  mo- 
neta. 

The  disposition  to  start  private  temples 
I of  the  goddess  and  to  manufacture  money 
j from  metals  other  than  those  known  as 
I precious  which  has  existed  Tom  the  earliest 
times  received  a sudden  impetus  at  the  out- 
break of  the  cival  war.  Not  only  was 
counterfeit  money  coined,  but  owing  to  the 
vast  amount  of  paper  cnrrency  put  in  cir- 
culation, it  was  soon  almost  impossible  to 
I tell  a good  greenback  from  a false  one,  and 
the  most  experienced  were  taken  in.  It 
was  to  check  this  evil  that  in  1861  Congress 
passed  an  act  establishing  the  United  States 
Secret  Service  for  the  purpose  of  detecting

COUNTERFEITING  THE  NATIONAL  CUR-  I 

RENCY.  j

Later  on  the  law  was  amended  so  as  to  j 
include  all  frauds  upon  the  national  gov- 
ernment. For  ihe  purpose  of  the  service 
! the  United  States  is  divided  into  eighteen 
! separate  distric.'s,  of  which  California,  Ne- 
I vada  and  Oregon  is  the  eighteenth.  Each 
j district  is  under  a chief  operator,  who  re- 
j ports  daily  to  Washington  whatever  occurs 
I of  interest  in  his  district.®.  Since  1871  Col- 
! onel  Henry  Finnegasshas  had  charge  of  the 
Eighteenth  district,  and  it  is  to  his  exer- 
! tions  we  owe  the  fact  that  at  present  there 
is  so  little  bogus  money  in  circulation  on 
the  Pacific  coast. 

Over  a quite  glass  of  claret  the  writer  in- 
terviewed the  Colonel  the  other  evening  at 
his  houFe,  and  gained  a deeper  in.sight  into 
the  counterfeiting  business  than  he  ever 
expected  to  gain  in  his  life. 

“There’s  not  much  bad  coin  in  circulation 
now.”  began  the  Cononel.  “ We  watch 
after  it  too  closely.  Times  are  hard  and 
people  are  .sharper,  and  so  making  the 
“queer”  isn’t  as  as  good  a trade  as  it  used  to 
be.  Still,  it  does  get  into  circulation, 
particularly  stuflf  like  this.” 

Here  the  Colonel  took  a heavy  bag  from 
a safe  and  emptied  the  contents  upon  the 
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table.  There  were  white,  shining  half-dol- 
lars and  glistening  golden  twenties.  The 
bag  contained  a small  fortune. 

“ Here  are  some  Mexican  dollars,”  he 
continued,  ‘‘which  are  perfect  in  outer  ap- 
pearance, and  perhaps  the  best  counterfeit 
we  have  had  for  a long  time.  The  basis  of 
! this  coin  is  copper,  and  it  has  been  cut  with 
j a die  out  of  the  sheet.  It  was  then  plated 
I with  silver.” 

! On  examinatioti  and  comparison  with  a 
j real  Mexican  dollar,  no  difl’erence  was  de- 
j teclable. 

“How  can  you  tell  the  false  Mexican 
dollar  from  the  true  one?”  impiired  the 
scrilte.

j It  was  made  in  Germany,  for  the  purpose 
} of  cheating  poor  immigrants  in  this  coun- 
try As  you  see,  it  bears  on  the  obverse  a ' 
perfect  imitation  of  the  figure  of  Liberty 
surrounded  with  stars,  as  on  a tw’enty.  The 
reverse  in  like  hianner  has  the  American 
arras.  This  coin  used  to  be  passed  oflT  for 
a $20  gold  piece  to  immigrants  on  the  over* 
j land  route  w ho  couldn't  read,  and  who  had 
j never  seen  a gold  twenty  outside  of  a brok- 
I er's  whidow.  The  manufacture  of  those 
speilinarks  is  now  forbidden  by  the  German 
government. 

“ Hero  is  a greenback  for  how  much  ?” 

“One  hundred  dollar.-;,”  replied  the  in- 
terviewer, after  examination. 

“ No,  sir.  That  is  a $1  greenback,  which 
has  been  raised  to  $100  by  simply  cut- 
ting out  the  $100  part  of  a revenue 
stamp  and  carefully  pasting  it  over  the 
‘one.’  It  requires  careful  examination  to 
detect  this  fraud,  aJid  they  might  be  paid 
into  ban];s  in  a pile  of  genuine  notes.  We 
have  some  dollar  greenbacks  which  have 
been  raised  to  $10  greenbacks  in  the  same 
w'ay.” 

“ The  manufacture  of  counterfeit  coin  is 
difficult.” 

“ Not  as  they  make  it  here.  It  is  as  easy 
as  cas'ipg  bullets.  Impressions  of  the  genu- 
ine coin  aie  taken  in  plaster  of  Paris,  and 
(he  bogus  article  is  ca.st  from  those  molds. 
Wlierc  the  metal  is  poured  in  the  milling. 


as  it  is  usually  called,  is  imperfect.  The? 
woi-st  gang  of  coiners,”  added  the  Colonel  1 
after  a pause,  “ we  have  had  here  was 
broken  up  last  April  with  the  assistance  off 
Officer  Michels,  Local  Officer  Dornie  and  I 
Special  Officer  Kelly.  The  chief  of  the  ■ 
gang  was  Bill  Bonner,  and  there  were  four  • 
others  in  the  crowd.  Tliey  were  all  con- 
victed and  sent  to  the  State  Pri.son.  In  all 
fourteen  persons  have  been  vent  to  the  State 
Pri.son  for  counterfeiting  or  attempting  to 
pass  counterfeit  money.  They  embraced 
all  nations— Irish,  Germans,  Italians  and 
Chinamen.  Two  were  Italians,  convicted 
of  making  and  passing  gold  quarter  eagles. 
Tht  yw’ere  the  only  parties  convicted  for 
counterfeiting  gold  coin.  The  most  suc- 
cessful operator  in  passing  bogus  coin  was 
Fanny  Price.  She  kept  a deadfall  on  Pa- 
cific street,  and  was  arrested  several  times, 
but  always  got  oflT.  At  last  she  attempted 
to  pa.ss  a speilraark  on  a countryra.an,  who 
W’as  much  smarter  than  she  thought.  She 
was  arrested  and  got  two  years  and  three 
months  in  the  State  Prison.” 

SALE  OF  THE  GOLD  DOLLAltS. 

The  Colonel  continued:  “You  remember 
about  two  or  three  years  ago  the  quantity 
of  gold  dollars  which  were  offered  for  sale 
in  brokers’  windows.  They  were  not 
counterfeit‘d,  as  no  gold  dollars  are  coined, 
but  neither  were  they  gold.  They  were 
simply  gold  plated  and  worth  about  40 
cents.  Now  they  used  to  take  these  so- 
called  gold  dollars  East  and  they  were  sold 
to  emigrants  as  worth  a dollar  in  California^ 
One  poor  devil  got  five  years  for  attempting 
to  pass  one  of  them  in  New  Y^ork,  and  he 
may  have  been  innocent  of  any  desire  to 
cheat.” 

‘‘From  your  experience  as  a detective* 
Colonel,  do  you  believe  that  many  innocent 
people  get  sent  to  the  State  Prison?” 

‘‘Y^es,  I do.  I’ll  tell  you  a couple  of  good 
stories  in  that  connection.  About  four  years 
ago  I received  a telegram  from  the  Chief  of 
Police  of  a Southern  city,  which  shall  he 
nameless,  that  he  had  arrested  a man  for 
passing  base  coin,  and  asking  if  I wanted 
him.  I started  off  and  got  the  man,  who 
loudly  })rotested  his  innocence.  The  coin 
was  a half  dollar,  which  all  the  experts 
in  the  town  pronounced  to  be  bad,  and  thg  i 
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man  had  attempted  to  pas^H  it  in  two  planed.  I 
I fitjspeetfd  that  it  was  a Rood  coin  when 
I saw  it,  and  when  I brought  iny  prifioner 
to  town  I had  it  assayed.  It  was  as  good 
coin  as  they  make  in  the  United  States 
Mint.

I have  it  tested  the  man  would  be  now  in  the  I

In  France,  the  silver  flve-franc  piece  i.s  a 
lethal  tender  for  all  amounts,  and  is  a univer- 
sal coin  in  Europe,  and  a legal  tender  In  Bel- 
gium. Switzerland,  and  Italy,  as  well  as  in 
France.  France,  however,  has  a cheaper  sil- 
ver coin,  in  small  pieces,  which  is  a legal 
tender  in  any  payment  not  exceeding  50 
francs,  or  about  ^10. 

UNITED  STATES  BONDS  AND  THE 
LONDON  MARKET. 

London,  March  21.— The  Times,  in  itsflnan- 
cial  article,  says : “United  States  bonds  con- 
tinue to  be  bought  for  American  account 
and  their  price  is  maintained,  but  .sales  by 
English  holders— corporate  and  individual — 
continue  and  are  sometimes  of  very  large 
amounts.  The  fearof  the  Silver  bill  hasdied 
awa.v,  but  j)eople  now  begin  to  dread  what 
may  (ollow  it,  ond  there  is  a strong  and  wide- 
spread feeling  that  if  the  Americans  are  to 
try  exiierliuents  on  their  credit  they  had 
much  better  do  so  with  the  debt  held  at 
home  than  in  Engli.sh  hands.  People  sell, 
thorefoi  c,  and  are  likely  to  continue  to  do  so 
while  so  much  that  is  dangerous  seems  to 
surround  United  States  national  finance. 
One  of  the  oldest  banks  in  Prague— that  of 
Clrund— has  suspended. 


7’HE  SILVER  MARKET  FOR  1S77. 

An  English  authority  gives  the  following, 
facts  of  the  silver  mar  et  for  18V7  : 

January  opened  w ith  the  market  at  r>G  7-8d 
and  improved  to  58  1-ld,  the  highest  point 
touched;  and  thence  it  slowdy  but  steadily 
declined  until  March,  when  sales  were  made 
at  58  l-4d,  the  lowest  rate  of  the  j'ear.  From 
that  time  until  September,  about  54  ruled; 
but  in  October  large  Indian  orders  caused  a 
steady  rise  to.55  5-bd.  Through  the  closing 
months  the  market  weakened  and  prices 
again  fell  to  541,  the  last  quotation  of  the 
year  being  5ti  3-4d,  The  tian.sactions  of  1877 
have  been  of  great  magnitude,  the  exports 
to  India  having  been  considerably  increased 
by  the  reiiuirerneuts  for  famous  purposes 
and  by  the  ce.ssation  for  three  months— Sept. 

2U  to  Dec.  12— of  the  Council  drafts  on  India; 
the  total  sent  thither  liavihg  been  amounted 
to  no  less  tlian  £12,618,000,  and  in  addition 
about  £l,.')00,0()t)  w 'S  sent  from  China  to  Cal- 
cutta. The  orders  from  Spain  havealso  been 
important.  The  supplies  liave  eome  princi- 
pally from  Germany,  w’hence  about  £13,300,000 
were  received,  and  from  the  United  States 
about  £2,.500,000.  During  the  year  Sin  Fran- 
cisco also  sent  to  China  and  Japan  £3,.388,000. 
Tlie  total  imports  were  £21,147,000,  and  the 
total  exports  £19,460,000,  the  maricet retaining 
£1,687,000. 

WHY  SILVER  BECAME  DEARER, 

London,  March  15.— The  financial  article  of 
this  morning’s  I'clcgraph  says  that  yester- 
day’s rise  in  the  price  of  silver  was  in  conse- 
quence of  the  purchase  of  $750,000  for  ship- 
ment to  America, 

The  Governor  of  V/orking  convict  prison, 
England,  which  is  situated  on  a wild  heath, 
has  been  robbed  of  $4,000  worth  ol  plate.  The 
plate  and  clothing  of  the  Chaplain  were  also 
taken.

The  great  nauk  mana- 
gers of  Sydney  and  Melbourne  are  absolutely 
potentates,  to  whom  all  the  world  there  does 
liomage.  Nothing  can  be  done  without  the 
ear  of  these  magnates. 

PAPER  MONEY  OF  JAPAN. 

The  national  currency  paper  money  now  I 
in  use  i»i  Japan  was  engraved  and  priiited  in  ] 
New  York  city.  .Tapanese  artists  preparcil 
the  des.gn.s,  and  had  them  re-ilrawuj  by  our 
best  artists,  F.  O.  C.  Daiiey  among  the  num- 
ber. The  illustrations  consi.st  of  scenes  in 
Japane.se  life  and  history.  Tlie  work  was 
performed  under  the  supervision  of  Japanese 
commissioners  appointed  for  that  purpose. 
They  were  shrewd  enough  to  get  one.  side  of 
the  note  engraved  and  printed  by  one  estab- 
lishment, .and  the  othvr  side  by  another,  so 
that  they  had  a check  on  the  number  printed. 
No  expense  was  spared  to  make  tne  notes  as 
perfect  as  possible,  and  they  are  superior  in 
in  design  and  execution  to  our  own  notes. 
The  same  plan  was  adopted  as  that  used  with 
our  own  national  currency- the  general  de- 
sign being  the  same  for  all  banks  in  Japan, 
the  only  varialious  being  in  the  titles  of  the 
brandies. 

National  banks  continue  to  be  organized 
in  Japan.  The  thirty-second  of  these  insti- 
tutions has  been  opened  at  Osaka,  with  a 
capital  of  130,000  yen,  and  the  managers  con- 
template an  agency  in  London. 
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On  January  24th,  tlie  Mikado  opened  the 
Agricultural  College  at  Komaba,  near  Toklo. 
It  is  a very  complete  institution,  standing 
on  a farm  of  15o  acres.  There  is  a chemical 
laboratory, and  a veterinary  hospital  is  to  be 
added.  The  professors  of  agriculture,  chem- 
istry, and- velerinaiy  auabmiy  are  from  the 
Royal  Agricultural  t'ollege  of  England. 


PRICE  OR  OLD  COINS  IN  LONDON. 

The  hank  of  England  having  presented  to 
the  British  Museum  their  collection  of  coins, 
the  duplicates  were  disposed  of  at  auction, 
in  London,  several  days  ago.  Of  Saxon  coins, 
the  following  were  sold Sceatta  of  Ethelred, 
King  of  Merria,  rare,  £i2  5s.;  cuthred.  King  of 
Kent,  penny,  £2  i:is.;Coen wall.  King  of  Mer- 
cia, £2  Ks,;  Ad  la  Living  of  Northumbia,  penny, 
£6;  ACthelred  penny  and  another  of  Alfred, 
£3  Ids.;  Edward  the  Martyr  iienny,  £2;  and 
another,  £2;  Edward  the  \ariyr,  another, 
£2  2s.;  Harold  II.  penny  and  another,  £2  2s. 

The  coin  which  brought  the  highest  ligure 
was  one  of  Charles  1,  the  tixlord  cruwn, 
which  fetched  £80.  The  celebrated  Petition 
of  ('harles  II,  brought  £70.  The  total  of  the 
184  lots,  the  actual  money  value  of  which  was 
not  above  $.'500,  amounted  to  £707, 


AMERICAN  GOLD  DOLLAR  AND  ENG- 
LISH SO  VEREIGNS. 

The  Department  of  State  has  received  a 
cttmmercial  report  of  late  date  puhlislted  by 
the  British  Government,  which  the  t onsol 
of  that  power  at  Zanabar,  says  that  ‘‘at  the 
time  the  American  gold  dollar  was  legalized 
as  the  monetary  uuit,  it  was  anticipated  that 
English  .sovereigns  would  be  imported  in 
sufficient  numbers  to  counterpoise  the  im- 
petusgiven  totheintroduction  of  the  Ameri- 
can coin.  This,  however,  did  not  prove  to  be 
the  case,  and  the  English  .sovereign  has,  con- 
sequently, been  demonetized.  It  is  now  so 
rare  in  Zanzibar  that  it  cannot  be  purchased 
under  ^ 93,  and  remittances  on  England  can 
only  be  effected,  tnerefore,  at  heavy  loss. 
The  flctltious  value  of  the  American  gold  dol- 
lar being  now  fixed  by  usage,  no  fresh  im- 
portations of  English  sovereigns  would  suffice 
to  solve  the  difficulty,  a.s  they  would  inevit- 
ably be  undervalue.” 

Detective  Getting  His  3foney. 

The  trial  of  the  suit  of  Sigmund  L.  Otto,  a 
detective,  against  the  Bank  of  British  North 
America  wa.s  concluded  before  Judge  Law- 
rence and  a jury,  in  Part  II.  of  the  .Supreme 
Court,  yesterday,  the  jury  bringing  in  a ver- 
dict of  82,000  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff'.  lie 
sued  to  recover  $10,000  for  services  rendered 
by  him  in  detecting  and  exposing  a gang  of 
counterfeiters  who  were  about  to  defraud 
the  bank  of  about  SloO.tXJO  by  means  of  forged 
lettei’s  of  credit.  The  bank  denied  that  Otto 
had  rendered  any  services,  lowmseiid  & 

eed  appeared  for  the  plaintiff',  and  John 
L.  Hill  reiircsented  the  delendant. 


Bank  Bills  and  Penalties  for  Counterfeiting 
in  the  various  States  of  Europe. 

{Special  Correspondence  for  the  Detector.) 

Paris,  Marcii  15,  1878. 

In  France,  tlie  ‘‘Billets  de  la  Banque  de 
France,”  are  watermarked,  the  execution  of 
tlie  engraving  and  the  paper  are  less  taken 
into  consideration,  tiian  in  Ru.ssia,  lieing  of 
very  simple  design  but  of  good  workman- 
shlp. 

Death-penalty  was  abolished  by  tlie  law  of 
A prir28th,  1832,  the  present  punishment  there 
is  hard  labor  lor  life  or  for  less  limited  time, 
according  to  circumstances. 

German  Empire. 

The  new  paper  (Marks)  have  the  water- 
mark, tiie  engraving  plain  but  of  high  merit, 
paper  strong. 

'I  he  penalt.v  for  counterfeiting,  forging,  or 
passing  counterfeit  or  forged  notes,  or  buying 
and  selling  counterfeit  or  forged  notes,  is 
punishable  with  imprisonment  for  not  less 
than  two  years.  Death-penalty  was  abol- 
ished in  some  parts  of  Germany  as  early  as 
1817,  in  otlier  parts  the  last  execution  took 
place  in  1831. 

The  old  Prus.«;ian  bank  notes  were  printed 
from  wooden  type  and  engravings,  yet  the 
execution  in  1729,  was  quite  a work  of  art, 
and  the  paper  up  to  tills  day  in  an  extra- 
ordinary state  of  preservation,  especially  for 
strength. 


Austria. 

The  Austrian  Government  Bank  Notes  are 
w'alermarked,  the  engraving  unusually  fine, 
and  printed  in  red  and  black  ink,  the  scroll 
work  printed  red.  The  punl.shinent  for  coun- 
terfeiting, passing  or  dealing  in  counterfeit 
notes,  hard  labor  up  to  twenty  years,  and  in 
very  aggravated  case.s,  imprisonment  soli- 
tary confinement  for  life.  Tiie  coat-of-arms 
of  Austria  on  t he  Imperial  Bank  bills  are  ex- 
ceedingly well  executed.  Money'  issued  prior 
to  186(5,  by  the  Austrian-Italiaii  Banks,  were 
w’atermarked. 

Belgium. 

The  Bank  notes  of  the  Government  are 
watermarked,  the  execution  of  the  engraving 
very  fine.  Counterfeiting  or  passing  know- 
ingly counterfeits,  imprisonment  with  hard 
labor  for  not  le.ss  than  five  years. 

Italy. 

The  ‘‘Biglietti  Consarziali”  prior  to  1870, 
were  watermarked,  the  present  are  not,  the 
engraving  is  fine  and  executed  in  America, 
by  one  of  the  Bank  Note  Compiuiies.  Coun- 
terfeiting or  passingcounterfeitmoney.  Im- 
prisonment with  work  as  galley  slaves. 


Bank  Notes  Eaten  for  Sausages. 

An  amusing  tale  comes  from  Fahrhof,  Can- 
ton Zurich  A countryman  in  tlie  neighbor- 
hood took  an  ox  to  the  marketat  Winter,  bur 
and  sold  it  for  300  francs, paid  in  notes,  which 
he  carelessly  put  in  his  pocket  in  company 
with  some  hot  .sausages.  On  arriving  home 
in  the  evening  he  found  the  notes  to  be  satu- 
rated with  grease  Irom  tlie  sausages,  and 
they  were  accordingly  piaced  for  ihe  night 
near  the  kitchen  stove,  in  order  to  dry  them. 
The  following  morn  ng,  however,  the  notes 
were  not  to  be  found,  and  it  was  subse- 
quently discovered  that  his  wife’s  cat,  mis- 
t iking  them  b.y  their  greasy  smell  and  lock 
lor  some  choice  morsel,  had  eaLen  them  for 
her  breakfast. 


Sweden. 

The  notes  of  the  Ro.val  Bank  are  water- 
marked, printed  only  on  one  side  in  black, 
engraving  ver.v  plain  and  execution  only 
medi vore.  Punishment,  impri.sonmentat the 
discretion  of  the  Court,  which,  1 am  told,  is 
seldom  over  ten  years. 

Denmark. 

The  Bank  notes  of  the  Government  are 
watermarked,  execution  poor,  paper  strong, 
but  rough.  Death  penalt.v  abolished  in 
Only  eight  persons  have  been  executed  for 
counterfeiting,  no  one  for  passing,  buying  or 
selling  counterfeits.  Present  penalty  impri- 
sonment not  under  two  years.

He  gave  up  the  plate,  also  a plate 
nearly  completed,  for  the  Five  Hundred  dollar  United  States  note,  issue  of  1862,  on  which 
the  workmanship  was  almost  in  every  part  equal  to  the  genuine.  His  object,  he  stated 
was  to  use  them  himself  among  the  bankers  of  Mexico.  He  was  sentenced  in  1869,  at  Cin- 
cinnati. for  the  term  of  twelve  years,  and  is  now  serving  out  his  time  in  the  Ohio  Peniten- 
tiary ai,  Columbus.

Ballard  for  Bill  Gurney,  the  New  York  counterfeiter,  now  serving  out  a ten  years 
sentence  in  the  Rings’  County  penitentiary,  Tom  is  also  under  thirty  years’  sentence. 

N.  B.  Another  50  dated  March  10th  1862,  “Series  1 ” figure  “2”  below  letter  “ C”,  is 
a different  plate  and  not  near  so  well  executed. 

ALIERED  50s.  Fifties  altered  from  genuine  2s.  The  Two  dollar  notes  have  the 
same  vignettes  as  the  genuine  50s,  so  by  altering  the  ends  of  the  bills  with  “ Bugs”,  the 
genuine  2 is  raised  to  a 50.

A large  number  of  Genuine  printed  impressions  of  the  back  of  this  note  v.ms  stolen 
from  the  department  at  Washington,  by  young  Ned  L also  lead  impressions  were  ta- 

ken through  him,  of  both  back  and  front  of  the  same  note.  Electrotypes  were  made 
and  great  quantities  put  on  the  marL  t.  Ned  was  finally  poisoned  by  the  nun  that 
had  used  him,  and  died  a sudden  and  f inful  death  in  Washington. 
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7-30  U.  S.  Bonds.  Very  Dangerous.  90,000  redeemed  at  United 
States  Treasury  Department  in  Washington,  before  their  true  char 
acter  was  discovered. 

William  Brockway  a plate  printer  was  arrested  by  the  chief  in  1867,  for  being  con* 
cerned  in  getting  up  this  plate,  but  it  was  never  satisfactorily  demonstrated  that  he  was 
the  guilty  party,  in  fact  all  Bankers  and  Brokera  holding  any  of  the  suspicious  Bonds 
claimed  they  were  genuine  and  not  until  after  the  Jay  Cooke  trial  was  their  true  charac- 
ter fully  established.*  After  this  trial  Brockway  was  again  arrested,  but  nothing  came  out 
of  this  second  arrest  to  implicate  him.  The  Electrotype  plate  from  which  it  was  claimed 
these  Bonds  were  printed,  was  meant  to  serve  as  a ruse.  They  were  so  completely  bat- 
tered that  a space  the  size  of  a grain  of  wheat,  was  not  left  from  which  an  impression 
could  be  taken,  and  the  editor  of  this  work,  called  by  the  Government  as  an  expert,  to 
examine  them,  stated  to  the  Department  that  these  bonds  had  never  been  printed  from 
this  electrotype.  It  was  a miserable  production,  while  the  bonds  were  finely  executed, 
some  of  the  engraving  on  the  counterfeit  being  superior  workmanship  to  the  same  parts 
of  the  genuine,  and  it  is  still  a mystery  where,  and  by  whom  this  counterfeit  plate  was 
engraved.  There  are  not  more  than  Ten  engravers  in  the  United  States  that  could  have 
produced  such  a note. 

*The  trial  of  Jay  Cooke  & Co.,  was  one  of  defence,  the  Government  suing  the  House 
for  monies  given  in  redeeming  eighteen  of  these  counterfeit  bonds.  A compromise  was 
finally  efiected  satisfactory  to  the  Government.

Experts  of  China  bore  holes  in  the  side,  extracting  about  seven  dollars  worth  of  gold, 
filling  up  the  vacuums  and  soldering  the  holes  with  gold.

Mr.  DuBois  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  states,  that  the  liquid  test  for  gold  counterfeits  is 
partly  the  same  as  that  used  by  the  French,  with  the  touchstone ; but  it  requires  much 
practice,  with  known  alloy.s,  and  therefore  the  better  reliance  for  ordinary  hands,  is  the 
weight,  which  counterfeiters  rarely  get  right.
